This little manual does not contain much 
more than thirty pages ; but it cannot be too much enforced upon 
students that the " few words " of a genuine artist are more valuable 
than volumes of " explanations" by a musical book-maker.

The 
consecutive fifths (D, A, followed by C, 6) between the Soprano and 
Tenor in the third bar, prove that our correspondent cannot yet have 
tuned his ear to appreciate even the pure progression of parts.

We do not hold ourselves responsible for any opinions expressed in this 
Summary ; as all the notices are either collated from the local papers, or 
supplied to us by occasional correspondents. 

Cape Town. — An agreeable and well attended 

private concert took place on the 1st August, in the Hall of the 
Mutual Buildings, in which the pupils of the Apollo Union gave the 
visitors an opportunity of hearing the progress made in their vocal 
studies, under the efficient direction of Mr. Boettger. The pro- 
gramme consisted of fifteen pieces, all of which were very creditably 
performed, and amongst the solo singers much talent was displayed. 

The Good Hope Choral Union, under the direction of Mr. J. 

H. Ashley, gave a concert in the Commercial Exchange on the 
16th August, to a crowded audience. The programme was on the 
whole exceedingly well rendered, the chorus singing especially 
being entitled to the utmost praise. Several solos were given with 
much effect, many of the vocalists displaying really good voices, 
and wanting only experience to use them to the best advantage. A 
word of praise must be given for Mr. Ashley's rendering of Lover's 
ballad, " What will you do, love," and also to the tenor who in the 
song of "The Chieftain's wife "gave ample evidence not only of 
the possession of a fine voice, but of good musical feeling. 

Carlisle, — On Monday evening, the 3rd ult., the 

Carlisle Professional Quartett Party, consisting of Messrs. 
Pattinson, Robson, Thorpe, and Barber, had the honour of perform- 
ing a choice selection of music before Miss Burdett Coutts and a 
select party at the County Hotel. Mr. J. Hodgson presided at the 
pianoforte. 

Etruria, Staffordshire. — On Sunday, the 16th 

ult., the Etruria Church was opened by the Right Rev. the Lord 
Bishop of Lichfield. Full Choral Service was performed, the Choir 
commencing both morning and evening with the Anthem, " I will 
arise," by Cecil ; Joule's Responses, and Jackson's " Services in F," 
were used. The morning Anthem was Smith's "How beautiful 
upon the mountains;" the evening Anthem, Richardson's " O how 
amiable are Thy dwellings. The Choir sang well together, and the 
whole of the music was given with great precision and energy. 
Mr. William Capewell presided at the harmonium. 

Geelong. — On the 27th June a pleasing concert 

was given by Mr. J. Hobday, teacher of music, in his large piano- 
forte ware-room, before an audience of upwards of two hundred 
people, the admission being by invitation, and consequently limited. 



Many of the elite of the town were present, and the greatest satis- 
faction was expressed at the style in which several pianoforte solos 
were played by some of the advanced pupils of Mr. Hobday. The 
vocal portion of the concert was supported by several amateurs 
well known in the musical circles of Melbourne and Geelong. 

Glasgow. — The Choral Union commenced the 

season 1866-67, by giving a Concert of Sacred Music in the 
Cathedral on Saturday afternoon, the 15th ult., which passed off 
very successfully, and gave great satisfaction to a numerous and 
appreciative audience. The programme consisted chiefly of choral 
music, which was generally given in a careful and effective manner, 
particularly the Chorales, "Sleepers wake," from St. Paul, and 
" French " and " Saviour, when in dust to Thee," from Havergal's 
Old Church Psalmody, the last of which has become a great favourite 
at these concerts. The choruses in Purcell's Jubilate, Mendelssohn's 
second Psalm, and the Gloria from Mozart's No. 12, were very 
well rendered, but the Kyrie from the last-named composition 
was not so finely sung as usual : this was, however, atoned for by 
the way in which the Hallelujah Chorus was given at the end of 
the concert. There were four solos in the programme, the most 
effective of which were Mr. D. Smyth's performances — viz,, " Shall 
I in Mamre's fertile plain," from Joshua, and "The people that 
walked in darkness," from the Messiah, which last would have been 
improved had it been taken slower. The accompaniments to the 
solos and the chorales were performed on the harmonium by Mr. 
W. H. Smyth,who also joined with the Society's orchestra in the 
other pieces. Mr. Lambeth conducted as usual, to the satisfaction 
of all concerned. 

Hanley, Staffordshire. — On Tuesday evening, 

the 18th ult., Mr. Pearsall, Vicar Choral of Lichfield Cathedral, 
gave a farewell Musical Entertainment in the Mechanics' Hall. 
He had the valuable assistance of the choristers of the Cathedral, 
and also of Mr. Bedsmore, the organist, and Miss Houlgate. The 
first part of the programme consisted of selections from the Messiah, 
Creation, and Elijah, and the second of secular music, many of the 
pieces being encored. Mr. Pearsall conducted, and Mr. Bedsmore 
accompanied on the pianoforte. 

Liverpool. — On Saturday, the 15th ult., the 

Philharmonic Society gave an extra concert to a brilliant and over- 
crowded audience, the performers being the principal artistes from 

Her Majesty's Theatre. On Tuesday, the 18th, the regular 

autumn series commenced with a performance, the chief instru- 
mental feature of which was Beethoven's 8th Sinfonia in F. The 
overtures to Ferdinand Cortez (Spontini), Dr. Bennett's poetical 
Naiades, and Auber's sparkling Ambassadrice were also performed. 
The very clever violin playing of Master Emile Sauret called forth 
an enthusiastic encore for each of his solos. Madame Lemmens- 
Sherrington and Mr. Sims Reeves were announced as the vocal 
performers for this concert, but the severe indisposition of the 
gentleman threw an additional burden on the talent and good 
nature of the lady. M. Lemmens also gave a very interesting 
performance on the harmonium. The choral novelties of this 
concert were a Part-song, " Gipsy life," by Schumann, and a selec- 
tion from Gounod's Ulysses. 

Lydney. — The members of the Choral Society lately 

presented their conductor, Mr. John Alexander Matthews, with a 
very handsome time-piece, as a testimonial of their appreciation of 
the valuable services he had rendered the Society. The gift was 
accompanied by a short complimentary address, written on parch- 
ment ; and the presentation took place at the residence of G. B. 
Keeling, Esq. (one of the members of the Society), who alluded in 
the most flattering terms to the unwearied exertions of Mr. 
Matthews in training the choir. 

Maidenhead. — The Choral Society in connection 

with the Congregational Chapel held its annual meeting on Thurs- 
day, the 6th ult, when selections from the works of great masters 
were performed under the conductorship of Mr. J. Mead, jun. : 
Mr. Joseph Silver, jun., presiding at the organ. 

Melbourne, Australia. — The principal musical 

event during the month of July has been the production, by the 
Lyster Opera Company, of Meyerbeer's Africaine, with a grandeur as 
to scenic effects not perhaps to be expected by those in the Northern 
Hemisphere. The manager followed the precedent of having a 
double company of principals — namely, Madame Lucy Escott, 
Madame Simonsen, Madame Huttaford, Madame Rosalie Durant, 
Mr. H. Squires, Mr. Armes Beaumont, Mr. Fred. Lyster, Mr. 
Labertouche, and Mr. Sutcliff. Mr. Armes Beaumont, a tenor, of 
Australian birth, possesses a voice of great compass, power and 
purity of tone ; and Madame Simonsen, who made her debut on this 
occasion, at once established herself as a singer and actress of great 
ability. The other artistes, with the exception of Mr. Labertouche, 
who has recently entered the profession, are well known and appre- 
ciated by the Melbourne public. On the 17th July the Philhar- 
monic Society gave a good performance of Handel's Judas Maccabteus, 
but through the inclement state of the weather, the audience was 
limited in numbers. The principal vocalists were Mrs. Ellis, Miss 
Ivey, Mr. W. H. Williams, Mr. Donaldson, Mr. Amery, and Mr. 
Charles Blanchard. The latter gentleman sang his portion of the 
music with considerable effect, especially the air, "The Lord 
worketh wonders." Mrs.l Ellis made a most favourable debut, and 
Miss Ivey's excellent voice (a contralto) was heard to great ad- 
vantage. The tenor parts were rendered by Mr. Williams and Mr. 
Donaldson. Mr. Pringle, who was the conductor on the occasion 
has since resigned his position on account of ill health. 
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Newport, Monmouthshire.— Mr. Ralph J. Horner 

gave a very successful Concert here on Thursday, the 20th ult. 
The programme included songs, part-songs, and pianoforte solos. 
Mr. Horner played Beethoven's Sonata Op. 26, " The last hope," 
by Gottschalk, and a fantasia of his own composition. Miss 
Estcourt and Mr. Leigh Wilson were the principal vocalists. The 
choral music was sung by the Newport Choral Union, conducted by 
Mr. Jenkins. 

Fortsea. — A very fine Organ, by Mr. Hunter, of 

London, has recently been erected at King-street Congregational 
Chapel, and was formally opened by Mr. A. C. Eowles, M.C.O., on 
Wednesday, the 22nd August. 

Settle. — The Choral Society gave its concluding 

Concert for the season on Thursday, the 13th ult., at the Music 
Hall, with Miss Berry Greening as principal soprano. Haydn's 
Spring and Summer were performed in a very satisfactory manner, 
the other soli parts being well sustained by Messrs. Horner and 
Graham. The band was led by Mr. Barnett, and Mr. G. Stansfeld 
conducted. 

Wakefield. — Special services were held in the 

Parish Church on Wednesday, the 5th ult., to celebrate the 
uncovering of the new east window, the bequest of Mr. Ingram. 
The morning service commenced at eleven. The prayers were read 
by the Rev. C. E. Camidge ; the first lesson by the Rev. Canon 
Camidge ; and the second by the Rev. Dr. Senior. The sermon was 
preached by the Bishop of Ripon. The musical portion of the 
services included Tallis's Versicles and Responses, Dr. Dykes' 
Te Deum in F, Mendelssohn's Jubilate in A, and Beethoven's w Halle- 
lujah " from the Mount of Olives, in the morning. In the evening 
the service was Wesley in F, and the Anthem, " Worthy is the 
Lamb," and the "Amen" chorus from the Messiah. The choir 
numbered about 70 voices, ably accompanied by Mr. J. Emmerson. 

Warminster. — A Morning and Evening Concert 

was given in the Town Hall, on the 20th ult., by Mr. A. Landergan, 
Organist of the Parish Church. The vocalists were Miss S. L. 
Foote, and Miss E. Foote, of Bath, and Mr. E. H. Taylor, of Salisbury 
Cathedral. Mr. A. Landergan presided at the pianoforte. The 
programme contained selections from the works of the great 
masters. A local paper states that so large and fashionable an 
audience has seldom been seen at the Town Hall ; and the general 
opinion expressed by all was, that the concert was very successful, 
and Mr. Landergan's execution on the pianoforte was admirable, 
and added much to his reputation. 

Weston-super-Mare. — On Friday evening, the 

31st August, a pianoforte recital was given by Mr. Arthur E. Dyer 
(organist of the Parish Church) in the Assembly Rooms. Two 
conccrtante duets, one by Hummel and the other by Gounod, played 
by Mr. and Miss Dyer, elicited great applause. Miss Berry 
Greening was the vocalist. 

"VVigan. — The Second Festival of Parochial Choirs 

took place in the Parish Church of All Saints, on the 30th August, 
when an excellent selection of music was rendered, which, consider- 
ing the number of voices employed, was really extraordinary. The 
choirs represented were those of All Saints, St. George's, St. 
Thomas's, St. James's in Wigan, and Abram, Bickerstaffe, Billinge, 
Crawford Village, Haigh, Ince, Lathom, Newburgh, and Pennington 
Green, the total number of vocalists being about 200. The church 
was tastefully decorated with bouquets of flowers and leaves ; and 
for the accommodation of the singers the chancel and transept were 
filled with seats, the lectern and the reading-desk were removed, 
and a number of pews in the front, as well as several chairs in the 
nave, were appropriated to the use of the choirs. Shortly before 
eleven o'clock the surpliced choirs, together with the clergy, formed 
in procession at the National School, and marched into the church, 
singing, with much effect, the Processional Psalm which had been 
selected— the 68th, Exurgat Deus, " Let God arise, and let his 
enemies be scattered," which was given to the 8th Gregorian tone, 
1st ending. The service was well sung throughout, especially the Te 
Deum, which was the composition of Mr. Graham, the organist, to 
whose untiring exertions much of the success of the festival must 
be attributed. We should also mention that the Nicene creed was 
composed by Mr. Ross, a pupil of Mr. Graham. The evening 
service, as well as the morning, was devoutly listened to by a 
crowded congregation ; and the collections at the door amounted to 
£33 3s. 3d.

The decease of Mr. Brownsmith, "which took place 

on the 14th ult., at the age of 57, will cause much regret amongst 
those who valued him as an artist, as well as those more intimately 
and 'personally connected with him. Originally a choir boy in 
Westminster Abbey, his talent would have entitled him to the post 
of organist there, on the death of Mr. Greatorex, had not Mr. Turle, 
who had for some timo officiated as deputy, had a prior claim to the 
appointment. He latterly held the office of organist at a church in 
Pimlico ; and at the Sacred Harmonic Society he had presided at 
the organ for 18 years. He was also Lay-viear of Westminster 
Abbey upwards of 30 years.
